LEAVING CERTIFICATE 
VALUE OF RESULTS 


The results of the Leaving Certi- 
ficate examinations. the equivalent of 
the Matriculation examination, show 
that 1,989 boys and 4,638 girls pre- 
sented themselves. 1,068 boys passed 
with honours and 407 without 
honours. ‘There is a number of out- 
standing a¢hievements in the classics. 
1,020 girls passed with honours and 
265 without honours. The pro- 
portions per cent. of those examined 
who passed were:—Boys 74.1, girls 
78.4—76.1 of the total examined 
passed. 

The subjects for which the highest 
marks (600 each) were assigned 
were Irish and mathematics. Eng- 
lish, Latin, Greek, and domestic 
economy were assigned 400 marks 
each, and French, history and 
geography 300 each. All other sub- 
jects were awarded a maximum ef 

marks, with the exception of 
drawing (Course B), 200

system, the heads of the principal teach- 
ing establishments expressed divergent 
views. The concensus of opinion, 
however, was that the senior grade 
Intermediate standard was higher. 

The head of a teaching establish- 
ment said that the Leaving Certi- 
ficate meant nothing to the boy 
beyond a degtee of efficiency in the 
Irish language.

HOW SYSTEM WORKS 


To working of the Censorship 
of Publications Act was dis- 
cussed at the Committee of Public 
Accounts, whose interim and final 
reports for the financial year 1940- 
1941 were issued yesterday.

Mr. Roche replied that it was the 
Minister who prohibited the circula- 
tion of books, not the Board, who 
were his advisers.

Roche said the Board consists of five 
persons, and they consider the 
matter, either on a complaint being 
made to them or on their own 
initiative. If three of them advise 
the Minister that the book is indecent 
in its general tendency, the Minister

WAGES ORDER 
AMENDMENTS 


Industry and Commerce makes Order 
166 (power to increase wages) appli- 
cable to pawnbrokers’ assistants in 
the City of Dublin and Borough of 


Dun Laoghaire. 
By a fifth amendment to Order 166 
various changes in procedure are 


made for dealings with applications 
for bonus orders. These are intended 
to enable applications to be disposed 
of more expeditiously. The changes 
include power to the Minister in cer- 
tain cases to dispose of applications 
for wages orders nimself without re- 
ference to the Tribunal. Tribunals 
under the Order at present consist 
of three persons, and, as delays have 
occurred in getting all members 
together, it is now provided that, 
with the consent of the applicants, 
wages and bonus orders may 
made by a Tribunal consisting of one 
person only. In some cases a bonus| 
order may be made by the Minister 
without the prior making of a wages 
order. Special provision is made in 
the case of dockers. It is made clear 
that bonus orders may be made with 
retrospective effect.
